DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination appears to teach, suggest, or render obvious 
the invention of at least claim 1 . 

Claim 1 teaches a fuel cell with a single hydrogen permeable metal layer which 
includes a lower temperature area and higher temperature area which have different 
settings of either or both of composition and layout of components. 

Ito et al. discloses a fuel cell comprising multiple hydrogen permeable metal 
layers with differing compositions. However, he fails to disclose a single hydrogen 
permeable layer comprising two areas of differing compositions. Therefore, Ito does not 
reasonably teach or suggest the fuel cell as taught by applicant.
